Denocrauc Senetors met in 
ceucus to-day, at 11 o'clock, and aJ- 
journed at 145 o'clock.

A STINGING REBUKE. 
Adjutant General Drum has writ 
letter to Chief Signal Officer Hazen 
regard to the recent court-martial dives 
vened to meet at Fort Meyer, in which 
he says the Secretary of War instruct 
bim to express bis grave displeasure 
the eonduct of a Lieutenant Greene, of 
the Signal Corps, who, be saya, has 
manifestly failed so far in bis career, to 
comprehend the duties avd respousi- 
tilities of a commissioned officer; to 
realiz® thatthe use of harsh, insulting 
and ‘abusive language to guardsmen, 
who, from their position could not 
reply to it, strikes at the very root of 
wilitary discipline and evidences, in 
officers, a deplorable want of self-con- 
trol, which, if persisted in, would 
demonstrate his olter unfitness for com- 
mand. The Secretary of War also 
deems it his duty to reprove the rade 
aud coarse manner in which the officers 
composing the court treated counsel 
for aceused. Such conduct is utterly 
unjustifiable in officers sitting in mili- 
tary courts in the capacity of judges. 
ANOTHER REVOLUTION THREATENED. 
The Secretary of the Navy has re- 
ceived information from the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company, to the effect 
that another revolution is threatened on 
the Isthmus of Panama. Rear Admiral 
Jouett, commanding the North Atiantic 
station, was yesterday directed by teie- 
graph to remain at Aspinwall with the 
Tepneisee for the present.

intention. It also repeals the com- 
mutation feature of the homestead law, 
and limits the time within which the 
government can attack s patent to five 
years.
